As'to Aftral Influences, tho’ lam aware fome very 
great Men have in all Ages given into this Superttition ; 
yet there is fomething {0 irreconcileable to Reafon, in 
believing that Rational Beings are affected by Irrat-onal 
Globes, that [ cannot comprehend how any Man who 
pretends to a Tincture of Philofophy can digeft {o con 
tradictory an Affertion. But fuppofing this Tale of the 
Influence of the Stars to be true, yet in faé it is out of 
the Queftion here ; for to create fuch a Conformity in 
Ages, there muft be a Conformity in the Celeftial Ap- 
pearances, and fuch a Conformity never did or can hay- 
pen. I therefore conclude, that however popular this 
Doétrine may be, it is however like many other popular 
Doétrines, founded in nothing but Repetition of M- 
ftakes, by thofe who were content to tru{t rather to Au- 
thority, than to give themfelves the Trouble of an En- 

uiry. Many of my Readers may poffibly think I have 
pent too much time, or taken too great Pains, about a 
thing any wife Man would readily have granted me. It 
is, however, always right to go to the Bottom in thefe 
Cafes, that upon Recolleétion every Reader may be able 
to fatisfy himfelf that he is conyinc’d by Argument, and 
not per{waded by Plaufibilities. 

That there is really any Similitude between the State 
of things at prefent and the Condition things were in a 
Century ago, muft arife either from an Attachment to 
like Pians by both Governments, or from the Appearance 
of a like Spirit amongft the People. As to the firft, we 
know that there were in 1641 three Capital Errors in 
the Adminiftration, I. A Diflike to Parliaments, which 
were never called but from Neceflity, and been treated 
too often with little Decency. II. Extraordinary Stretches 
of the Prerogative, in re{pe& to Property in the Bufinefs 
of Ship-money ; and in regard to Liberty, by the Jurif- 
dition of the Court of Star-Chamber affe&ting as well 
the Mode as the Power of an Inquifitign. III. A bigot- 
ted Zeal for ecclefiaftical Authority, manifefted not only 
by maintaining even in Punétilios the Claims of the Cler- 
gy, but even innovating in refpe& to the Doctrine and 
Difcipline of the Church purely to gratify the Humours 
of fome warm Charchmen, and punifhing with an un- 
chriftian and irrational Refentment Men who forefaw 
and fought to give the Nation Warning of the Confe- 
quences that woald neceflarily attend thefe Alterations. 
Hence proceeded the Diftrufts and Difguiets of the beft, 
as well as the Hopes and Encouragements of the worft 
Men in the Nation, and thefe-were the Caufes that in 
the Beginning of thofe Difputes Men who intended no 
more than Reformation, went along with and promoted 
the Defigns of fuch as had the fubverting of our Contfti- 
tution in view. Melancholy Times! frighttul even at 
this Diftance, and on which every Man mutt look back 
with Horror who means well to his King or to his 











Country. 

_ Yet dreadful as they are,.a Comparifon with the pre- 
fent affords an agreeable Profpe&. Inftead of feeing Par- 
liaments rarely, and never but by Compulfion, we be- 
hold thems annual, and alike agreeable to King and Peo- 
ple. The Prerogative is fo far from being terrible as it 
was then, that it is now more uftful to the Subject than 
formidable in the Prince, appearing only to blunt the 
Edge of the Law, and never diftinguifh’d bur in Acts of 
Mercy. Not the Star-Chamber.only is abolith’ds but the 
Power of other Courts exercis’d with fach Moderation, 





that true Politicians doubt the Confequences of our Le- 
nity, and are as much afraid of living where All things as 
where Few things are lawful. Religious Perfecution is 
extinét, and tho’ it may be true that even this may occa- 
fion Diftafte to fome, the apparent Quiet that atrends it 
mutt be acceptable toall. Thus on ruaning a fair Paral- 
lel ir muft be plain to every confiderate Perfon, that the 
prefent Forty-one is in this Light the very Reverfe ot the 
aft; in fhewing this, Art and Addrefs are unneceflary, 
Faéts fpeak themfclves, and Men as foon as they are fta- 
ted readily determine whether they are rightly inform’d 
or impos’d upon.

But let us fuppode the 
worft, let us fuppofe it given up to them, let us for 
once allow that they {peak Truth, and that a Mixture of 
Court Hypocrify, Spirit of Anarchy, Averfion to Ru, 
Malice to Governors, private Refentment, overflow- 
ing Ambition, and Contempt of Principles, appear as 
ftrongly in the Crowd now as then, what will tollow ? 
That the Multitude ought to prevail, or even that they 
ought to be excufed and efcape al! Puntfhment or Cen- 
lure? We will cooly examine beth Demands. If the 
Voice of the Muititude is to be always an Oracle, then 
our Conftitution is unhing’d, the Legiilature is no longer 
the lait Refort, we may bring a Writ of Error aga nit 
Proceedings in Parliament returmmble before our Sove- 
reign Lords the Peopre affembled in G--ddb -ll, in K-nny 
M- d, or on Salisbury Plain. This would be fot any 
thing I know conformable to modern Notions of Liter- 
ty, and the Cutloms of the wild Africans, but amongit 
us, (till I fee the Opin:oa of Council) I thalt fcarce think 
it legal. So mu has to the Suceefs of this Affair Let 
us now enter a little into the Merits of the Caufe, and 
fee how far the Maintainers of fuch a Scheme would be 
capable of detending, it before Men of Probity and Ho- 
nour, uoattached to any Party, and who judge of politi 
cal Controverfics by the infallible Standard of the Britifh 
Conttitution, 

That a free People will be always jealous of their Li 
berties, Reafon teaches and Experience manitefts; and 
that a free People havea Right to avow their Jcaloulies 
whenever they are well founded, all the Friends of L‘+ 
berty admir, nay and contend. This might have been, 
and inceed was pleaded in defence of the firft Stirs ia 
1641, but I have fully and fairly proved this never can 
be pleaded in the prefent Cafe, becaufe the Grounds ere 
widely different. The Bafis of national. Liberty is the 
Conftitution whereby it is enjoy’d, and if any Sct of Men 
attempt upon this, they are apparently Enemies to Li- 
berty whatever are their Preténces, If a King | eye 
the Subverfion of the Conftitution, he is as a 
Tyrant. Why? Becaufe he would eftabhth Will for 
Law. But what if the Pedple deftroy. the Conftitution, 
will not this introduce Licentioufnefs and then Tyranny ? 
The People cannot both govern and obey in their col- 
leétive Capacity. No, the Execution of the Government 
muft devolve on a Few, and if they, as the Tribunes of 
the People, are paramount to all Law, they will.rule by 
Will, and fo thofe they call their Mafters will be their 
Slaves in reality. I conceive therefore, and I hope not 
without Reafon, that fach as endeavour to inculcate 
fuch Principles as muft neceffarily draw after them fuch 
Confequences, cannot here in Britain be regarded as Pa- 
triots, We have ftable and immutable Rules by which 
we may judge of the Rights of the Crown and the Li- 

left to the People. But thefe Rules evidently ex- 
clude the Cafe wherein the Conftitation is involved. 

On the whole, I fubmit it to the Publick, Whether 
from the Structure of the prefent Government, which is 
entirely legal, and the Adminiftration thereof, which is 
mild in the higheft Degree, any juft Comparifon can be 
drawn between the prefent Times and thofe of the laff 
Century; and whether on the Determination of this 
ft'on in the Negative any Sort of Encouragement is due 
to fuch Writers * as pretend to cherifh and applaud alike 
Spirit in the People? I choofe to expreis myicif tender~ 
ly, and not to aggravate the Matter, otherwile I might 
have demanded whether as Incendiaries and Diftutbers of 
the publick Peace they ought not to be punifhed by the 
common Vote of the Nation ?
